In my reply, 
L informed him that the whole of the road 
would be restored for. trafic within 10 
days, if the weather were favourable. 
The road was so restored, substantially 
within the time stated, notwithstanding 
the fact that rain fell on 15 out of the 
remaining 17 days in June. : 
In the question now put, my reply of 
the 13th June has been misquoted. I did 
not state that the work on Craigmin 
Road would be finished in 10 days. There 
are two respects in whieh the work re- 
maine unfinished :—(a) A.portion of the 
surfacing of the ‘road has not been- 
‘restored; (b) One small opening remains 
where o branch drain is being connected 
with the newly-laid main ‘sewer, The 
completion of: item (a) has been delayed 
owing to the-fact that the month of July 
established a record for sunshine. Heavy 
rains were wanted to consolidate: the 
material with which the trench had been | 
refilled, but the rainfall of July was far 
below the average. The ‘completion. of 
item (b) has been delayed because it was 
the last piece of work tobe undertaken 
under the present scheme. As all the 
other connections and branch drains join 
the main sewer at lower points, they were, 
jn accordance with usual practice, under- 
taken first. .

rendcring a structure legally erected to 
be illegally maintained that. is no reason 
why the owner should not be compensated. 

Hon. Mr. Muaray Stewant—My motion 
being ruled out of order, might I suggest 
that right through these bye-lawa the 
powers exercised should be made subject 
to the approval of the Governor-in- 
Council ? 

His Excentency—I will take the first 
suggestion made by the hon. member who 
represents the Chamber’ of Commerce 
(Hon, Mr. Murray Btewart). As the 
Council of the opinion that the bye-laws 
ought to be .nmended in, the “sense ho 
suggests ?

MARINE INSURANCE. 


STANDARDIZED OARGO CLAUSES. 


Notice was given at Lloyd’s last week: 
that on ‘and after August lat, . stan- 
dardized cargo clauses will como. into 
oporation. _ Practically all: the English 
marine insurance companies and the 
members of Lloyd’s have agreed t0_ use 


these clauses, says the Z'imes, and .will 
only recognize - any departure from 
them if notice be given in writing when 


the insurance is proposed. Tho legisla~ 
tion excepts the grain, rice, and nitrate 
trades, in each of which the ‘terms of 
insurance already follow — spectally 
stereotyped lines. 

The introduction of these clauses is ao 
reform of no little importance to_mer- 
chants, brokers, and underwriters. 
Briefly, it is an atterapt to do for the 
insurance of cargo what has long been 
done for the insurance of hulls, The 
Institute Hull Clauses are recognized in 
the Courts; and in future the Institute 
Care Clauses will become parb of the 
machinery used every day in the market, 
The great-variety of clauses with more 
or lesg the same objects in view used. by 
brokers in the past have at the best been 
a source of unnecessary worry to the 
companies and private underwriters, 
particularly to the latter, while some- 
times they have been used to play a part 
in rather an insidious form of com- 
petition. : . 

Tor: policies covering _patticular 
ayerage risks there are seven now clauses, 
and for policies, excluding particular 
average, eight. Of these eight, three 
are of special interest, : 

No.2 ig edsentially a -“1912 clause,” 
for it reftects the Tabour | disturbances 
that so far this year have been one of the 
main «features of -business. It is as 
follows :— ae 
“9, Warranted free of loss or damage 
caused by strikers locked out. workmen or 
persons taking part in‘ labour distar- 
bances or riots or civil commotions.” 

No, 5 is known os ‘tho warehouse to 
warehouse clause,’ and its secret lies in 
the fact that when merchandise has been 
covered from the interior of one country 
to the interior of another, average ad- 
justers have sometimes held that the 
goods were covered against. all riske 
until shipment, even though they were 
free of particular average once they were 
put on board a vessel. By the insertion 
of the words, “subject to the terms of 
the policy,’ the goods, if insured on @& 
f.p.a. policy, will be definitely f.p.a. 
throughout transit. The exact wording 
of this clause follows:— — . 

“5 Including (subject to the terms of

The eighth clause relates to particular 
average, and, it is maintained, is an 
extremely liberal clause for the purpose. 
Indeed, the provision is more favourable 
to traders than some similar clauses now 
put forward by merchants themselves.

“g Warranted’ free from particular 
average unless the vessel or craft be 


stranded sunk or burnt, but the assurers |" 


are to pay the insured value of any 
ackage or packages which may be total- 
y ‘ost. in Hading transshipment or dis- 
charge, also any loss of or damage to the 
interest insured which may reasonably 
be attributed to fire collision or contact 
of the vessel and/or craft and/or con- 
yeyance with any external substance (ice 
ineluded) other than water, or to dis- 
charge of cargo at a port of distress, 
also to pay landing warehousing for- 
warding and special charges if incurred.” 

The eight clauses now drawn up are 
the fruit of numerous conferences during 
tho past few months between representa- 
tives of the marine insurances companies, 
Lloy 1's underwriters, and Lloyd’s rokers 
as elected by the ri ea associations, 
and it is claimed for the clauses that 
they cover the full ordinary Jiabilities of 
merchants and shippers.
